Suspect held in shooting of family 


HAMILTON, Ohio (UPI) - Twelve 
relatives gathered at Chanty Ruppert's 
house for an Easter reunion Sunday. 
Eleven were shot to death. 
The 
12th, 
James 
Ruppert, 
40, 
Charity’s son, was charged today with 
the methodical killings. There was blood 
on his shoes, police said. 
“I 
was 
there 
and 
it 
was 
an 
unbelieveable scene,” said prosecutor 
John Holcomb. “I don’t want to describe 
it—it was horrible ” 
Ruppert, an unemployed draftsman, 
was 
charged 
with 
11 
counts 
of 
aggravated murder.

Moser set bond at $200,000 at an early 
morning arraignment and granted a 
motion by Rupert’s attorneys that he be 
examined as soon as possible by two 
court-appointed psychiatrists. 
Rupert, dressed in green jail overalls 
and wearing thongs, appeared timid but 
bewildered by the proceedings. He said 
nothing as Moser set April 4 as the date 
for the preliminary hearing 
Rupert’s attorneys said the request 
for psychiatric examinations did not 
necessarily indicate the plea to be 
entered at the hearing. 


“Our asking for the examination by 
psychiatfists is not indicative of the plea 
we intend to enter,” one of the attorneys 
said “This is the way we handle any 
first-degree murder case.” 
Those killed were his mother, Charity, 
65, his brother, Leonard, 42, Leonard’s 
wife, Alma, 38, and their eight children, 
Leonard Jr., 18; Carol, 14; Michael, 12; 
Thomas, 10; Dave, 8; Theresa, 7; Ann, 
5; and John, 3. 
“There is a possibility that the victims 
were pi eked off one by one as they came 
into the house,” Holcomb said. “We just 
don’t know at this time. It is a strange 
situation.” 
The victims, apparently dead for up to 
four hours, were found in the living 
room and the kitchen of the modest two- 
story home located in the Lmdenwald 
section of this southwestern Ohio city. 
All but one were shot in the head at 
close range, authorities said. None of 
the dead had been tied or had been 
restrained in any way, police said 
Holcomb said the suspect called police 
from the house at about 9:30 p.m. 
Sunday. 
“There’s been a shooting here,” he 
told police. 
He was arrested at 10 p.m. and 
questioned until 1:30 a.m. when police 
filed 
the 
charges 
against 
him. 
Authorities said he was very calm 
during questioning. 
“This guy hasn’t talked. We don’t 
know why he did it. ” Holcomb said.

SAIGON (UPI) — Communist gunners 
firing from the beaches today forced a 
halt to the evacuation of refugees from 
Da Nang, and the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong warned no ships or planes 
could enter the area without their 
permission. * 
U.S. Embassy officials in Saigon said 
the Communists Sunday night sent 
rocket-propelled grenade fire against 
barges and smaller vessels hauling 
refugees out to U.S. charter ships 
offshore in the South China Sea. 
Three charter vessels —the Pioneer 
Contender, Pioneer Commander and 
Trans Colorado —were out of range of 
the grenade rounds but their captains 
were forced to suspend evacuation 
operations. 
All three ships were sailing southward 
today toward Cam Ranh Bay with more 
than 20,000 refugees aboard, embassy 
officials said. 
The 
Communists 
triumphantly 
occupied 
Da 
Nang, 
their 
greatest 
trophy in 20 years of Indochina war. 


The fall of Da Nang left them in 
control of 50 per cent of South Vietnam’s 
land area and fighting for another 25 per 
cent after three weeks of renewed 
fighting. 
The next objective of the advancing 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese troops 
appeared to be coastal Qui Nhon, 250 
miles northeast of Saigon. 
Military sources called Qui Nhon a 
“ ghost 
town” 
Sunday 
but 
the 
government denied published reports it 
had fallen to the Communists. 
The Viet Cong flag of blue and red 
bars with a single yellow star flew over 
buildings in Da Nang, a major port and 
the

Vietnam. 
The Saigon government pressed for 
U N. intervention and a cease-fire in an 
attempt to feed and evacuate 1.5 million 
persons trapped in the area. 
A Hanoi Radio broadcast monitored m 
Saigon, however, indicated the North 
Vietnamese had no intention of agreeing 
to a temporary truce. 
The broadcast gave a rundown on 
areas captured by Communist troops 
—13 of the 44 provinces —and said “the 
liberation forces will protect the lives 
and property of the people.”

today when the ship arrived at Cam 
Ranh Bay. 
The ship was the Pioneer Contender, 
one of a number of American ships sent 
to Da Nang to evacuate refugees. Only 
civilians were to be evacuated but the 
Marines — once among the elite of the 
Vietnamese armed forces — jammed 
their way aboard with a number of 
soldiers, the refugees said. 
There had been reports in military 
circles earlier that a number of Viet 
Cong activists also boarded the ship with 
the refugees Sunday night but this was 
not confirmed. Authorities said many of 
the marines arriving in Cam Ranh Bay 
tried to commandeer vehicles to reach 
this coastal city 20 miles to the north

Sharpest increase in serious 
crime since 1960 reported

rose 
sharply

recession gripped the United States in 
late 1974, a year with the sharpest 
increase in serious crime since 1960, the 
FBI reported today. 
Serious crimes increased 17 per cent 
in 1974, the FBI said, the biggest 
increase in 14 years and possibly the 
biggest ever. 
Attorney General Edward H. Levi 
blamed the increase on a “dismal and 


Government says

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (UPI) - 
Prince Faisal Bin Musaed was sane 
when he killed his uncle, King Faisal, 
the government says. If convicted, he 
will most likely be beheaded with 
scimitar. 
Beheading in a public square is the 
traditional form of execution in Saudi 
Arabia, although the less spectacular 
execution by firing squad has been more 
common in recent years. 
Prince Nayef Bin Abdel Aziz, Saudi 
minister of state for internal affairs, 
said doctors who examined the U.S.- 
educated prince have concluded he is 
sane and should be held responsible for 
shooting Faisal. 
Legal experts said the traditional 
method of execution would probably be 
used because of the killer’s royal blood 
and the enormity of his crime.

“Property crimes” rose even more 
—burglary 17 per cent, theft 20 per cent 
and car theft 4 per cent. 
Much of the 1974 rise came from a 19 
per cent increase in the last quarter 
—when unemployment first went above 
6 per cent. 
In 1973, crime rose 6 per cent, and in 
1972 it declined 4 per cent. The 1974 
increase was the steepest since 1960, the 
latest year for which true comparisons 
can be made because earlier reports 
used different categories. 
An FBI official said if comparisons 
could be extended to earlier years the 
1974 increase possibly would be found 
the biggest since the reports began in 
1930. 
“It is estimated that about one third of 
the 
violent 
crimes 
committed 
go 
unreported,” said Levi. 
“These figures represent a dismal and 
tragic failure on the part of our present 
system of criminal justice. In many 
areas of our country only a small 
percentage of those arrested for a felony 
are convicted for that offense.

dozen cookies And we had a

Mrs Lang said the top of a 
towel dispenser was ripped 
from a restroom wall and used 
as a stove but did little to raise

rebates will be for those who 
filed early, and many have 
already received refunds They 
can expect to receive $88 to 
$200 by mid-May.

'Pied Piper' 
killed in prison 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - 
Two prison inmates were in 
investigative lockup today in 
connection with the stabbing 
death of Charles Schmid Jr., 
the “ Pied Piper of Tucson,” 
convicted of thrill-killing three 
teen-age girls in the 1960’s. 
Authorities would not iden­ 
tify the inmates pending filing 
of formal charges. 
Schmid, 32, was stabbed 20 
times March 20 and remained 
in critical condition at Marico­ 
pa County Hospital 
He died 
Sunday. The stabbing occurred 
in the trustee area where 
Schmid was transferred after 
his original death sentence was 
reduced to life as a result of a 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling. 
He was nicknamed the “Pied 
Piper” because of his fanatical 
following of Tucson teen-agers, 
many of them gathered while 
he made the rounds of the 
popular teen-age drive-ins and 
soda fountains. 
A former high school gym­ 
nastics star, Schmid stuffed 
rags in his shoes to boost his 5- 
foot-3 
fra m e . 
He 
also 
reportedly used mascara and 
pancake 
makeup 
to 
make 
himself more attractive. 
In 1965, Schmid was sen­ 
tenced to death for the slayings 
of sisters Gretchen and Wendy 
Fritz He later was convicted 
of second-degree murder in the 
death of Aileen Rowe and was 


sentenced to 50 to 100 years in 
prison. 
He reportedly told friends 
that he killed the first girl, 
Miss 
Rowe, 
because 
he 
“ wanted to see what it felt like 
to kill someone.” The other 
girls, according to testimony, 
were killed because it made 
Schmid “ feel good.” 
Miss Rowe was beaten to 
death with a rock in 1964. The 
Fritz sisters were strangled in 
1965 and their bodies burned in 
the 
desert. 
Schmid 
was 
convicted of the Fritz killings 
in 1965 but it wasn't until 1967 
that he was prosecuted for the 
Rowe death. 
While 
in 
prison, 
Schmid 
legally changed his name to 
Paul 
David 
Ashley 
in 
an 
attem pt to escape notoriety. On 
Nov. 
11, 
1972, Schmid and 
another convicted slayer, Ray­ 
mond Hudgens, escaped from 
the prison. Schmid was recap­ 
tured three days later. 
Schmid wrote for the prison 
newspaper and in 1974 authored 
an article about how the prison 
had become safer since the 
hiring 
of 
Warden 
Harold 
Cardwell. 
Cardwell was brought to the 
prison after two guards were 
killed m a disturbance The 
stabbing of Schmid was the 
first 
serious incident 
since 
Cardwell 
took command in 
1973, prison officials said. 


Geologist to study 
huge earth cracks 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
A Utah geologist thinks the 
“ tremendous ground motion" 
d u r i n g 
t h e 
s t r o n g e s t 
earthquake m four years in the 
continental 
United 
States 
caused ground cracks —one of 
them a mile long 
Bruce 
K a lise r , 
s ta te 
engineering geologist, was to 
fly to Idaho today to study the 
earth cracks found during the 
weekend by Earl Fuhriman in 
the Pocatello Valley. 
He 
hopes 
to 
determ ine 
whether they are earth faults 
or “due to related earthquake 
phenomena.” 
The quake, which measured 
6.3 
on 
the 
Richter 
scale, 
Thursday jolted an area near 
the Utah-Idaho stateline, heavi­ 
ly 
damaging 
buildings 
on 
vacant dry farms near its 
epicenter. 
Since the area was aban­ 
doned for the winter months, no 
one was seriously injured, but 
Kaliser said if the farms had 
been inhabited, “ it would have 
led to casualties.” 
Hardest 
hit 
was 
Malad, 
Idaho, where farm buildings 
moved off their foundations, 
b r i c k 
c h i m n e y s 
w e r e 
destroyed, heavy stoves moved 
across 
rooms 
and 
dishes 
smashed to pieces. 
“ A large metal storage bin at 
one farm collapsed and the 
grain was spread out over the 
ground,” said Kaliser, who had 
inspected the remote area near 
the Promontory Mountains. 
“ From 
the looks of the 
damage, we found an area of 
tremendous ground motion and 
anticipated that the area of 
ground fracturing would be 
north of that area,” said the 
geologist. 
But it wasn’t until Saturday 
that Fuhriman, surveying the

A1 Oliver is coming off a splendid year, one 
of his best ever for the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
and with Danny Murtaugh finally settling the 
question of who’ll play first base—Willie 
Stargell will—Oliver can plan on not being 
disturbed in centerfield for awhile. He still 
keeps thinking of a dozen different things 
nevertheless because, well, A1 Oliver has a 
fertile mind and it has a way of working all 
the time. 


Primarily what A1 Oliver keeps thinking 
about is some way to improve himself as a 
ballplayer and that turns out to be a bit 
difficult because he’s already one of the best 
lefthanded hitters in the National League 
today. Some even say he’s the best The 
credentials are all there. He batted 321 last 
season, and is flirting with 400 this spring 


Oliver, 28. and starting his seventh season 
with the Pirates, draws a six-figure salary 


from them now, but didn’t convince them he 
was a star overnight. For awhile he was 
platooned. 
"I got an opportunity to play regularly the 
last two years, and that turned my career 
around, ” he says. 
For some tune after Roberto Clemente’s 
death, there was conjecture over who would 
replace him with the Pirates. Nobody has, 
but A1 Oliver comes closer to the daily ball- 
playing pattern of Roberto Clemente than 
anybody else with the club He’s a naturally 
gifted hitter, intelligent and outgoing in 
personality the way Clemente was, but he 
isn’t nearly as moody or intense. 
In a piece of baseball history which 
generally tends to be lost, Oliver took over 
for Clemente in the Pirates’ lineup the very 
first day he put on a Pittsburgh uniform in 
September of 1968. 
“I 
played 
the 
second 
game 
of 
a 
doubleheader against Cincinnati and the only 
reason I got into the lineup was because 
Clemente didn’t play,” he says. “ I faced Jim 
Maloney my first time up and he struck me 
out on a fast ball. It was toward the end of his 
career but he still had a good fast ball.” 
A1 Oliver can never forget his debut with 
the Pirates because that event is stamped 
indelibly in his mind alongside still another, 
one he may even be thinking about when he 


holds his cap over his heart in Chicago a 
week from tomorrow. Details of that second 
event still remain vivid with Oliver although 
the event itself took place seven years ago. 
When he was 11, A1 Oliver’s mother died, 
and when he was 20, on the very same day he 
was called up to the big leagues, he lost his 
father. Now A1 Oliver takes care of his entire 
family, or what’s left of it. 
“My father made bricks,” says the 
Pirates’ centerfielder. “ He worked in a brick 
plant in Portsmouth, Ohio, 20 years. The dust 
got him. It was an accumulation over the 
years.” 
The date Sept. 14, 1968 sticks out in A1 
Oliver’s mind. 
“ I was with Columbus in the International 
League and we were just going into the 
playoffs with Buffalo,” he says. “ I had the 
flu and didn’t make the trip to Buffalo, and I 
got a call in Columbus from my Aunt 
Annabelle in Portsmouth. She was crying. 
She told me my father was dying. I packed 
my clothes, put “em in the car and drove 
straight to Portsmouth. It’s 90 miles from 
Columbus, but I made it in little over an 
hour. I went to see my father and he was still 
alive. He didn’t say very much. He couldn’t. 
But the one thing he told me was “Always 
take care of your brother. ’” 
A1 Oliver tried to get some sleep that night, 


but couldn't. At 4:30 in the morning, there 
was a call from the hospital telling him his 
father had taken a turn for the worse. Oliver 
got up, awakened his uncle, his aunt and his 
brother, and went with them all to the 
hospital. When he arrived there, he found his 
father dead. 
Later that day, he called Columbus 
baseball officials to tell him what had 
happened. They offered their condolences, 
then told Oliver they had some news for him, 
too. The Pirates had called him up. 


A1 Oliver's father never saw his son play in 
the big leagues, but he knew all along he was 
going to make it because his boy had the self- 
discipline and self-confidence to succeed in 
whatever he undertook in life. 


Now A1 Oliver is a fullfledged star in the 
big leagues and that would’ve made his 
father enormously proud. He would've been 
prouder yet that his big league son is taking 
excellent care of his kid brother, Jim , 20, a 
fine athlete at Bethune-Cookman College. 
A1 Oliver is making sure his brother gets 
the college education he didn't. Something 
like that makes him feel even better than 
hitting .300. Everyone, even a ballplayer, has 
his own private thoughts when he stands 
there silently listening to the National 
Anthem.

Corry said cells of cancerous 
moles, or melanoma, have the 
pigment melanin which acts as 
a semiconductor of sound.

Function,” and another contri­ 
bution by Davis and Dr. C.L. 
Schauf were among the talking 
points of the congress.

sclerosis sufferer might solely 
be due to loss of myelin —the 
nerve sheath.

“Som e medium, 
probably water, will have to be 
used to confine the therapy.

Corry and McGinness have 
been working on the process for 
two years and believe it will 
take at least two more before 
they work with humans. 
“ We hope it can be a useful 
therapy or even a cure for the

NEW YORK (U PI) - “ Di­ 
vorce is not the healthiest thing 
a couple can do It may end up 
stunting everybody’s growth ” 
This strong comment against 
dissolution of m arriage in a 
country 
where 
divorce 
is 
increasing steadily comes from 
Dr. Sonya Friedman, psycholo­ 
gist and m arriage counselor. 
But if a couple is determined 
to end the m arriage, she would 
like to see it “ phased out.” This 
delay would give the children 
time to grow up and would give 
the wife, who most likely has 
no experience at making a 
living, a chance to develop a 
means of support. For she can ’t 
always depend on a husband for 
alimony and child support. 
Mrs. 
Friedm an 
said 
that 
although 
some 
34 
million 
women are in the labor force, 
this still is a nation where the 
man 
usually 
is 
the 
m ajor 
breadwinner. 
Self 
sufficiency 
thus 
is 
fundamental for the woman, 
said the counselor, who lives 
with her physician husband. 
Stephen, and their two teen-age 
children in Troy, Mich. The 
cooling off period would let a 
woman go back to school or go 
into some other job training. 
But when you get down to the 
nitty gritty, the children would 
benefit most with the delay in 
divorce, she said. They are the 
ones most 
devastated 
in 
a 
break-up. 
“You can correlate the rise 
in crim e to broken hom es,” 
said the counselor, citing the 
statistic that one of every three 
m arriages will end in divorce.

Dr Friedman is opposed to 
“ creative” 
divorce 
because 
two people think they can go on 
to other things. “ They succeed 


so ra iely .” But when there is 
physical or mental abuse of 
mate or the children, then the 
cutoff should be quick. 
I talked with the counselor 
during a visit to New York to 
tape one of her television shows 
and this time, to talk up the 
book she has coauthored with 
Henry Baskin. 
Baskin, an attorney in South­ 
field, 
Mich., 
specializing 
in 
family law and divorce, is the 
father of two. 
Their book is “ I ’ve Had It, 
You’ve Had It” (Nash Publi­ 
shing, Los Angeles) and pre­ 
sents two authoritative views 
on case histories of m arriage 
problems. 
Dr. Friedman, a handsome 
blonde, is a certified consulting 
psychologist 
and 
counselor 
with a full-time practice at the 
P sy ch o lo g ica l 
R e so u rce s 
Center in Rirmineham, Mich. 


She said couples increasingly 
head to Splitsville because the 
traditions of “ love, honor and 
obey” are disappearing. “ It’s 
now the individual searching 
for happiness, for total free­ 
dom,” 
she 
said 
“ It’s 
like 
eating your cake without the 
calories.” 


Mrs. Friedman called for 
more realism mixed in with 
romance as a way of assuring 
lasting marriages. "With the 
marriage contract, why not a 
divorce contract?,” she asked. 
“ It could be reviewed each 
year. 
And why not divorce 
insurance? 
If 
the 
marriage 
lasted, there’d be a nice nest 
egg, like an endowment to the 
couple.”

Hutchinson dies

Edward B. “Ned” Hutchinson, 
appointments secretary in the 
administration of Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, and national director 
of the Libertarian Party, has 
died of an apparent heart 
attack. He was 44. 
Dr. Earl Bryan, director of 
the Department of Health and 
Welfare under Reagan, said 
Hutchinson and a friend were 
playing tennis at Sacramento 
City 
College 
Sunday 
when 
Hutchinson was stricken. At­ 
tempts to revive him were 
unsuccessful. 
A spokesman for Reagan 
quoted the former Republican 
governor as saying “Ned had 
made 
one 
of 
the 
most 
significant contributions to the 
Reagan administration.” 


"I think we have a better 
chance than you might think,” 
said McCauley, who works for 
the Manhattan law firm of 
McLaughlin and Lawlor. “Most 
states 
have 
antiblasphemy 
statues on the books, and the 
courts have upheld them. Like 
obscenity, blasphemy is consid­ 
ered an abuse of free speech,” 


Unfortunately, he said, the 
laws are rarely enforced. “The 
district attorneys are reluctant 
to prosecute because they think 
they 
have more 
important 
things to do. We want to 
convince them otherwise.” 


A 
Broadway 
production 
called "Good Evening,” in 
which two actors joke about the 
Holy Spirit making advances on 
the Virgin Mary was, he said, 
“the catalyst that got the 
organization going.” 


Since Uien, 
according 
to 
McCauley, 
“the 
floodgates 
have opened.” 


For example, he said: 
—A 
statue 
of 
Mary 
is 
“unbelievably desecrated” in 
the movie “The Exorcist." 
—A fictional cab driver in a 
magazine article says a priest 
“must be pimping for Cardinal 
Spellman." 
—The face of Christ crowned 
with thorns appeared in all 
three major New York City 
newspapers as an advertise­ 
ment for a pornographic film. 
—Christ, priests, Uie saints, 
the Trinity and other sacred 
figures are alluded to in a 
“grossly sexual” way. 
“Christianity is getting the 
cobalt treatment of contempt 
and ridicule and scorn so that 
every last cell of faith is being 
destroyed,” McCauley said. 
In his view, pornographers 
have resorted to blasphemy 
because even kinky sex has lost 
its appeal and “they need 
something new to jab the jaded 
nerve endings of their cus­ 
tomers.” 
Moreover, 
he 
said, 
the 
United States has entered a 
“ postC hristian 
era 
and 
Christianity has become a bone 
in the throat to the neopagans.” 
Some 
church 
and 
civic 
groups 
have 
promised 
to 
s u p p o r t 
M c C a u l e y ’s 
organization. But he’s angry 
over what he regards as a 
“conspiracy of silence” by 
established movie and theater 
critics. 
“1 would compare the situa­ 
tion now with that in the South 
a few decades ago when the 
establishment 
turned 
their 
backs on lynchings,” he said. 
“The same sort of psychologi­ 
cal lynching is taking place 
today against Christians.’’ 
McCauley 
thinks 
his 
organization, with plans to 
open chapters elsewhere in the 
United States, can have a real 
impact on events. 
“There’s too much of a sense 
of 
inevitability 
in 
this 
country,’’ he said. "I think 
things can be turned around.’’

Since then, however, although some 
proposed 
amendments 
have 
been 
rejected, numerous have been approved, 
including statutory changes by the 
Legislature, all of which have broadened 
greatly the numbers eligible for the 
exemption. Since the state assumed 
none of the burden of its generosity, so 
cavalierly adopted, the costs could have 
become catastrophic for local govern­ 
ments 
but 
for 
several 
subsequent 
events.

practices which called for a listing of

Ralph, a war veteran himself, wants 
to raise or remove the value limitation 
and grant the exemption as an addition 
to the homeowner exemption. At a time 
when local property taxes are driving 
people out of their homes it seems a 
reasonable approach to give relief to 
those who have given the most for their 
country. 
On that basis, and assuming the state 
will now recognize its obligation to 
reimburse local governments in the 
same manner as it does with the 
homeowners exemption, there would not 
appear much reason for opposition But 
the present veteran exemption is full of 
bugs. It extends to those who never 
served in any war. The cutoff date for 
WW II is January 1, 1947, 16 months 
after 
Japan’s 
surrender. 
Similarly 
cutoff dates for Korea and Vietnam are 
long after cessation of hostilities. 
TTiat is only part of it. The various 
amendments by the Legislature now 
define a veteran as anyone who served 
in

campaign for which Congress has issued 
a medal. Only a handful were on the

The B-52 has filled the role of the 
manned bomber in the nuclear triad 
But Air Force spokesmen point to 
problems. 
First of all, Air Force strategists see 
low-altitude 
penetration 
of 
enemy 
defenses as the most effective plan. 
High-flying aircraft can be detected long 
before aircraft that hug the ground. But 
the B-52 is a high-altitude bomber. When 
flown fast and low, it sustains metal 
damage. Military men say it would cost 
$40 million per plane to fully modify the 
B-52 for low-level penetration — or 
about half the cost of a new B-l 
But even then, the Air Force says, the 
older aircraft would still be inferior. At 
about two-thirds the size of a B-52, the 
B-l can fly about twice as fast and 
carry twice the tonnage of weapons. The 
sleek new bomber could also take off in 
half the distance required for the 
lumbering B-52, and fly intercontinental 
missions 
without 
aeriel 
refueling, 
according to Air Force specs. 
Flying at supersonic speeds at high 
altitude, and high subsonic speeds at 
low, the B-l’s smaller size and slitherly 
shape would present enemy radar men 
with a radar image about l-25th the size 
of a B-52 radar image. 
The B-l is being produced on a “fly- 
before-buy” agreement with Rockwell 
International Corporation, 
the same 
aerospace giant at work on the space 
shuttle. 
What 
would 
happen 
if 
Congress 
junks the program? 
According to Russel E. Dougherty, 
SAC commander-in-chief, the Air Force 
would make do with the “shiniest old 
aircraft” possible. 
Preventive measures are always hard 
to gauge. It’s hard to assess losses you 
don’t take. You never really know how 
good an idea it is to get a flu shot until 
you come down with the flu. 
The Air Force is asking people to try 
and appreciate what will be even less 
likely to happen if they vote to spend 
$20.6 billion for a new airplane. But 
that’s only part of the communications 
problem. The Air Force must also 
convince people that the new bomber 
will be worth the money only if it is 
never really used at all. 
The B-l is a rare bird. The country’s 
civilian government will decide between 
the military view of it and the view that 
it is just a massively expensive device of 
overkill and heightened international 
tension. 
Whatever the decision, there will be 
aircraft like the B-l left in the world. 
One is the Backfire bomber, which is 
already 
into 
production. 
The 
only 
drawback to the Backfire, Air Force 
technicians point out, is that it carries 
red stars. 


Nixon in respective 


LOS ANGELES — In San Clemente 
country one hears a good deal about 
Richard Nixon and his tatterdemalion 
life, 
the 
weekly 
attritions 
on 
his 
professional staff, his personal staff, the 
ivy, the tennis court, the lawn, the 
mysterious 
non-appearance of 
Mrs. 
Nixon’s personal belongings, packed 
late on the night of August 8th, 1974. It is 
as if all of nature were concerting to do 
to Nixon what five years of the barren, 
wet, cold isolation of St. Helena did to 
Napoleon. And every day there are fresh 
wounds. 
This 
morning 
we 
are 
vouchsafed a posthumous report on 
Nixon made by former Chief Justice 
Earl Warren shortly before his death, 
which came the month before Nixon’s 
resignation. 
“Tricky,” — thus 
did His Honor refer to 
the President of the 
United States — "is 
perhaps 
the 
most 
despicable President 
this nation has ever 
had. He was a cheat, a 
liar, and a crook, and 
he 
b r o u g h t 
my 
country, which I love, 
into disrepute. Even 
worse 
than 
abusing 
his office, he abused 
th e 
A m e r i c a n 
people.” 
Intemperate 
words 
these, 
and 
inflamed, one is required to conclude, by 
personal 
anim osity 
rather 
than 
historical 
perspective. 
Nixon 
was 
proved to be a chicken-thief of sorts, but 
such abuses of his office as he was 
responsible for were of a very low order 
by 
contrast 
with 
those 
that 
can 
reasonably be imputed to the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
One 
hears 
routinely 
about 
the 
“Warren Revolution” — meaning an 
entire new set of constructions placed on 
the Constitution of the United States. 
You don’t hear much about any Nixon 
Revolution, and it pays to remember 
that 
the House of Representatives 
Judiciary Committee elected, finally, 
not to vote to impeach Nixon on the 
grounds 
that 
he 
had 
abused 
his 
Constitutional 
powers. 
But 
then, 
perhaps Earl Warren was in a crotchet 
of sorts, because on the same day he told 
the reporters that Warren’s successor, 
Chief Justice Burger, was a “horse’s 
ass” — which is Warrenese for anybody 
who, 
on 
reading 
the 
Constitution, 
interprets it more or less as the 
Founding Fathers did, rather than as 
Earl Warren did. Madison, Hamilton, 
and Jay were archetypal horse’s asses. 
It will be a very long time before there 
is a final perspective on the Nixon 
Administration, and indeed on Nixon. 
But surely that perspective has been 
greatly accelerated by the publication 
(in Playboy) of excerpts from a new 
book by Benjamin Bradlee, executive 
editor of the Washington Post, who was 
an intimate friend of President John F. 
Kennedy. 


President Kennedy is more or less 
accepted as the other end of the social, 
intellectual, and moral spectrum from 
Richard Nixon. He is accepted as the 
kind of man Boy Scouts should be 
encouraged to dream about as Chief 
Executive; while Richard Nixon is the 
man who becomes President in the 
world of Charles Addams, for all the 
dreams and nightmares, all the jokes 
macabre, all reactions sick. The world 
revealed, in brief, by the famous Nixon 
tapes. 


A year ago the big joke was White 
House profanity. “Expletive deleted” 
became such a commonplace, in 24 
hours it was a cliche’. Mr. Bradlee 
begins his notes by describing a young

Kennedy, we now learn, 
referred to the man he selected as Vice 
President as a “riverboat gambler.” 
When the Bobby Baker scandal came up, 


JFK was as undisturbed as Nixon when 
the Watergate burglary first came up.

The eye was the weary 
Mariner 10 spacecraft which 
logged nearly a billion miles 
before expiring on the 500th 
day of its epoch journey. 
Launched in late 1973 the 
1,000 pound space vehicle first 
scouted the planet Venus and 
then moved in on two fly-bys 
of distant Mercury in March 
and September of last year.
